SELECTMEN’S REPORT 


The Selectmen would like to take this opportunity to welcome all our 
new citizens who are reading this Town Report for the first time. 

The Town entered into a ten year trash disposal contract with Sawyer 
Environmental and P.E.R.C. The cost to be $17 a ton. Our current con- 
tract to pick up the trash with Smith’s has one more year. 

The winter road contract with M-C-M Construction has one year left. 
For this next winter season we have proposed an increase of 600 yards of 
sand and 25 % more salt per yard. This is due to the fact we have run short 
the last two years. Sand and salt storage will be one of the major problems 
to deal with in the next two years. The D.E.P. has proposed that all 
storage facilities must be covered by a building. Also any new stock piles 
must be under cover. This could be a major cost to the town. 

The Federal Revenue Sharing program ended. This means a loss of 
$12,000 to the town. This will have to be made up by taxation. 

A number of people have expressed an interest to have the town profes- 
sionally evaluated. The cost is approximately $19,500 for a total reevalua- 
tion. The article is to give you the voters the opportunity to make this deci- 
sion. 

We thank you for giving us the opportunity to serve you and hope to see 
you all at town meeting.

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ROAD COMMISSIONER’S REPORT 


Dear Residents, 

As most of you have seen we are trying to do the best we can to maintain 
the roads of our town. But it is a losing battle that we are not going to win 
without help. As most of you have already seen we have asked for an in- 
crease in monies for the summer roads account. Unless you want to ride on 
rougher roads in years to come I hope you see fit to vote for that article as 
written. 

We intend to resurface paved roads this year as best we can with the 
money we have. Last year we replaced 23 culverts, resurfaced approx- 
imately 7.5 miles of dirt roads and cut brush the entire length of the Lind- 
sey Road. | 

We are not Road Engineers and don’t claim to be. If anybody would like 
to try their hand at Road Commissioners, we as Selectmen would ap- 
preciate their help or advice from any Professionals on this matter. 

We would like to remind people it is a State Law that putting any 
obstruction in a Public Right of Way is illegal, meaning snow, cars, trees, 
etc. And from now on any car left beside the road during snowstorms will 
be towed at owner’s expense.

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FIRE DEPARTMENT REPORT 


The Newburgh Volunteer Fire Department had a quiet and productive 
year. The Department responded to 8 calls during 1986. The painting and 
body work on the tanker was completed and we are now up to date on 
equipment. Our beano profits were over $4,000.00 in 1986. However, we 
have been forced to discontinue running beano because of a lack of 
volunteers. We just cannot expect the same two dozen people to work 
month after month on a project which benefits a community of twelve hun- 
dred people. There have been repeated requests for help in this area in this 
report over the past several years with no substantial results. 

A firemen’s ball was not held in 1986, but there are plans to try to hold 
one in 1987. Some other fund raising projects are also being considered at 
this time to replace the income from beano, but again it takes people to 
work on these projects. 

It has been suggested within the department that our next project should 
be the purchase of some sort of utility vehicle which would carry the extra 
equipment; hats, boots, coats and pumps. It would also provide a place for 
the firemen to get in under cover and keep warm during the winter months. 
This will be the goal of some of our future fund raising efforts. 

There is one area which several of our volunteers feel needs to be ad- 
dressed at this time. Almost everyone answers the fire call and attends the 
fires, however, the work of the Fire Department is not over when the fire 
is extinguished. Help is needed in mopping up afterwards. The trucks have 
to be refilled, the hoses loaded and the equipment put away. It is very 
disheartening to fight a fire for several hours and then have only a few peo- 
ple to help get everything loaded on the trucks and back to the fire house. 
This is especially true at night fires when everyone disappears as soon as 
the fire is out, leaving a handful of people to do the cleaning up. It could go 
twice as fast with a few more hands helping. Remember the fire is not over 
until the trucks are back in the fire house and the equipment put away. 

The Fire Department meets on the first Tuesday of each month at 7:30. 
It is listed on the community calendar. It is your Fire Department. Come 
and help make some of the decisions and learn about the equipment. All of 
the equipment in the world can’t fight a fire without volunteers who know 
how to use it.
